SACRAMENTO (AP) - New 
California homes will have to meet 
energy-saving standards that are the 
most far-reaching in the world 
starting next year, a state energy of­ 
ficial says. 
First, however, the new standards 
adopted this spring by the state 
Energy Commission must survive 
builder-backed lawsuits pending in 
Marin and Los Angeles counties. 
Ronald Doctor, a commission 
member who headed the committee 
that created the standards, said: 
“Taken together, there’s nothing 
anywhere like we’ve done in Califor­ 
nia Even if President Carter s ac 
tions match his words, the federal 
government is at least 18 months 
behind us.” 


One standard calls for doubh*- 
paned glass for new homes mainly in 
Northern California after Jan. 1, 
1979. Next March, other regulations 
dealing with window space, wall in 
sulation, electric wall heaters and 
swimming pool heaters take effect. 
The regulations cover apart­ 
ments, motels and hotels as well as 
single-family residences 
Andy Sebhlok, executive director 
of Building Codes Action (BCA> in 
Berkeley, has filed suit in Marin 
County Superior Court attempting to 
block the regulations as “arbitrary 
and capricious.” 
BCA is a non-profit group financed 
by contractors 
Another suit has been filed in Los 
Angeles by the Masonry Institute of 


America. 
Doctor said a home built to ex­ 
treme standards, including double- 
paned glass, would cost $400 to $600 
more, but he said the extra cost will 
be paid off quickly in energy savings 
Only a small fraction of the 200.000 
new homes built annually in Califor­ 
nia would have to meet all the stan­ 
dards, because most Californians 
live in relatively mild climates, he 
said.

IXictor said these standards 
will 
save consumers $316 million over the 
next 10 years.” 
By 1995, said Doctor, they are ex­ 
pected to save consumers $3 8 billion 
and 127 billion kilowatt hours of 
electricity. He said they were con­ 
servative estimates based on figures 


developed by the commission staff 
and independent studies ordered by 
the commission 
Sebhlok said in an interview that 
the commission “lacks data to sup­ 
port its findings and the regulations 
“are neither cost-effective nor a help 
to the consumer.” 
He said Doctor was “ over- 
zealous” as a conservationist and the 
standards were developed in a 
“scientific vacuum It’s all their own 
work. There’s not one competent 
study to support any their work 
Doctor, a nuclear physicist, 
rejected Sebhlok s allegations as, 
“absolute nonsense. Sebhlok knows 
better He has a propensity to make 
unwarranted, 
unsubstantiated 
claims.” 
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Hairy unemployment case 
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LOS ANGELES (AP) - Police say 
the murder of a Hollywood man last 
year may be linked to the 28 
trash 
bag” slayings being investigated in 
five counties. 
The possible connection surfaced 
Wednesday at a meeting between 
police and sheriff’s officials from 
Riverside. Los Angeles. Orange, San 
Diego and Imperial counties. 
Officials in the five counties are 
comparing notes on the deaths, 
which span 10 years, by checking 
files and looking for sim ilar 
backgrounds of victims and causes of 
death Many of the victims were dis­ 
membered, stuffed into plastic trash 
bags and left next to well-traveled 
highways. 
Patrick Kearney, 37, and David 
Hill, 34, turned themselves into 
Riverside deputies last week in con­ 
nection with two of the deaths. They 


reportedly are working voluntarily 
with officers to solve the other 26 
Los Angeles homicide detective 
John St. John said that John Woods. 
23. was found shot to death June 20, 
1976 in his apartment. 
St. John said several other un­ 
solved cases in the Los Angeles area 
are similar to the “trash bag 
kill­ 
ings. but no concrete evidence has 
linked them to the two men in custo- 


Kearney and Hill were arraigned 
in Riverside Municipal Court Tues­ 
day on ciiarges of murdering Arturo 
Marquez, 24, of Oxnard, and John 
Lamay, 17, of El Segundo The dis­ 
membered bodies of both victims 
were discovered last March. 
Kearney and Hill are being held in 
a Riverside jail on $500.000 bail each. 
A plea hearing is scheduled for July 
15. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Pretrial 
hearings for three young men ac­ 
cused of kidnaping 26 Chowchilla 
school children and their bus driver 
must be open to press and public, the 
California Supreme Court has ruled 
The tribunal Wednesday denied a 
petition which sought to keep the 
hearings closed It also turned down 
a change of venue request by one of 
the trio.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - A man 
who was fired for wearing a beard 
shouldn’t be denied unemployment 
benefits unless his beard hurt his 
employer's business, a state board 
has ruled. 
In a precedent-setting decision, the 
Unemployment Insurance Appeals 
Board said Wednesday it was 
granting jobless benefits to a Los 
Angeles hotel maintenance engineer 
who had been fired for refusing to 
shave his beard. 
The board said it wasn’t denying 
the hotel’s right to fire the engineer, 
Abraham Thaw of Granada Hills. 
But it said court decisions have 
granted constitutional protection for 
growing a beard in some circum­ 
stances. 
Thaw, who had worked for the Los 
Angeles Hilton Hotel for seven 
years, was fired last Sept. 1. 
He had been wearing a beard for 
two years, and was fired under newly 
instituted grooming rules, the board 
said. It said there was no evidence 


the beard had hurt the hotel s busi­ 
ness. 
The majority opinion by three ot 
the board's five members said Thaw 
had not been fired for misconduct 
and was entitled to jobless benefits 
In a statement summarizing the 
opinion, the board said the majority 
found that: 
• The claimant was discharged for 
reasons other than misconduct when 
there was no showing that requiring 
the claimant to shave off his beard 
would either enhance the em ­ 
ployer’s business or affect the 
claimant s ability to carry out his 
responsibilities as a maintenante 
engineer.”

The health department lost more 
than $12 million in Medi-Cal reim­ 
bursements during 1976 because it 
allegedly filed claims with the state 
improperly.

Hahn charged 
this week that the 
county's hospital system has failed 


to bill or collect more than $15 
million from former patients. 
The supervisors contend that the 
department, which now has charge 
not onlv of health services but also 
the hospitals, drug and alcoholic 
programs, nursing and mental 
health centers, has become too large 
to operate 
Ttiev have instructed Chief Ad 
ministrative Officer Harry L. Huf- 
ford to conduct a comprehensive 
study of the operation of the depart­ 
ment with an eye toward breaking it 
up into smaller operating units. 


That report is due Sept. 1.

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LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - Police 
say they’re ecstatic about the arrest 
of ,a suspect charged with nine 
neighborhood rapes, but the trauma 
lingers for women in suburban V ilia 
Ana. 
“ I know wives who kiss their hus­ 
bands good-bye. then sit waiting at 
the kitchen table with a gun in their 
hand until it s time to wake the 
children for school. Debbie (»ibson, 
a neighborhood leader, said in an in­ 
terview. 
“ We re all relieved, but we re not 
going to let down our guard. 


Je ffe rso n County police^ an 
nounced Wednesday that Ron Hood, 
a 26-year-old chiropractor, had been 
charged with 36 counts in connection 
with the assaults, which took place 
within one year. 
Hood is being held in lieu of 
$495,000 cash bail. 
He has been charged with nine 
counts of rape. 11 counts of burglary 
five counts of sodomy, one count of 
first-degree assault, eight counts of 
second-degree assault, one count of 
sexual abuse and one count of auto 
theft. 


“ We re ecstatic over this arrest,' 
said police spokesman Bob Yates. 
* it ’s been the No. 1 priority for the 
police department for the last few 
months."

U.S. tests neutron bomb 
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WASHINGTON (AP> - The 
United States has conducted un­ 
derground tests in Nevada with the 
neutron bom b, a governm ent 
spokesman said today. 
“ It’s a matter of procedure that 
weapons are tested before produc­ 
tion.’’ said a spokesman for the 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration. 
The neutron bomb, which is 
designed to kill people with massive 
doses of radiation while leaving most 
buildings intact, is designed as a 
warhead for the Lance missile, 
which now carries conventional 
nuclear warheads. 
The Pentagon is seeking funds to 
put the neutron bomb into produc 
tion.

Income payments. 
The computer contains 
information on the amount 
of payments, family in­ 
come and assets, medical

Social Security Adminis­

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Solar energy may be able 
to compete with electricity 
in producing heat and hot 
water for large commer­ 
c i a l 
and 
r e s i d e n t i a l 
buildings as early as 1980. a 
new 
congressional 
study 
says. 
The report by the Office 
of Technology Assessm ent, 
p u b l i s he d* T u e s d a y , 
suggests that C o n g re s s 
consider policies 
beyond 
what the Carter adminis­ 
tration is endorsing to 
encourage development of 
large solar power units. 
The study says rising 
electricity costs and falling 
solar equipment expenses 
mav make even small 
solar 
e le ctricity 
units 
economically competitive 
with conventional power 
plants. 
But most buildings still 
would need a back-up con­ 
ventional power system, 
the study says, adding that 
solar energy cannot com­ 
pete with coal in industrial 
use for at least the next 20 
years. 
The study, nearly 1.000 
pages long, was based on 
computer comparisons of 
solar energy devices with 
electric or natural gas 
systems. 
It suggests that private 
homes can use the sun s 
rays to provide hot water 
and, 
p e r h a ps , 
s p a c e 
heating, and adds that of­ 
f i c e 
and 
a p a r t m e n t 
buildings or hotels may 
find it even more financial­ 
ly attractive to turn to 
solar heating and hot 
water. 
Kven solar air condition­ 
ing m ay be f e a s i b l e , 
perhaps by roofing over 
parking lots with solar 
energy collectors and bur­ 
ying heat-storing water 
tanks beneath the lots, the 
study says. 
Heat collected by simple 
solar panels could be cir­ 
culated through coils for 
direct heating, or used to 
drive devices called “heat 
pumps” that can be re 
versed to provide air condi­ 
tioning. 
If the federal Energy Re 
search and Development 
Administration can meet 
its 1985 goal of reducing the - 
cost of solar-electric cells 
by almost 97 per cent, the 
report says, it may become 
economical 
to generate 
electricity directly from 
sunlight, using crystal pan­ 
els something like those 
that have helped power 
manned spacecraft 
and 
communications satellites 
Only the new, cheaper 
solar panels would be 
reasonable for private 
homes and other buildings 
that use relatively little 
electricity. 
The report says in 
creased use of solar energy 
would mean a cleaner en 
vironment and would in­ 
c r e a s e 
e m p l o y m e n t , 
particularly in the budding 
trades and in the manufac­ 
turing and maintenance of 
solar equipment. 
Solar energy requires no 
mining or pumping of fuel 
from the Farth — the fuel 
is already “ burning ’ some 
93 million miles away, in 
the nuclear furnace of the 
sun. 
In that sense, solar 
e n e r g y is f r e e . 
B u t 
collecting and using it is 
’ 
expensive, mainly because 
oi the cost of the necessary 
equipment. 
For that reason, the 
study urges that solar 
energy be compared with 
c o n v e n t i o n a l 
e n e r g y 
sources by taking account 
of the costs of building, 
fueling, 
operating 
and 
maintaining each system 
throughout its life span. 
On that basis, the study 
ran computer calculations 
oi solar energy costs under 
a wide variety of circum­ 
stances in four cltie»: 
Albquerque, N M.; Om­ 
aha, Neb ; Boston and Fort 
Worth, Texas. 
The calculations yielded 
55 pages of tables with 
three pages of explanatory 
notes 
Without tax breaks for 
soiar equipment, solar 
heating and hot water may 
be able to compete, dollar 
for dollar, with electric 
heating and hot water by 
i960 in large buikLings in 
Albuquerque, Boston and 
Fort Worth, the study 
reports. 
With a 20 per cent tax 
credit for solar invest 
ment, it say», solar heating 
and hot water also would 
becom e com petitive in

Valley schools in $$ squeeze 


By JON M ORRIS

Valiev school districts are being 
caught in a financial squeeze once 
again. 
The districts must plan their 1977- 
78 budgets without additional state 
funding — and without knowing when 
and if those monies will become 
available. 
The problem is that the state 
Leg! slature adjourned recently for 
its summer recess without enacting 
any of several school finance bills 
that were pending. 
By the time the Legislature 
reconvenes the first week of August, 
valley school boards will be in the 
midst of approving their final 
budgets. 
And some local districts, such as 
Bonita Unified, are in serious finan­ 
cial trouble. They need more funds 
from the state just to meet current 
expenses. 
Assembly Bill 65. sponsored by As­ 
sem blym an Leroy G reene, D- 
Carm ichael, is the key school 
finance bill which remains in the 


Legislature. It may go to the As­ 
sembly's conference committee on 
July 25. but that is unlikely. Even so, 
it still must be passed by the As­ 
sembly and Senate and signed by 
Governor Brown before school dis­ 
tricts can reap any benefits. 
A c c o rd in g 
to 
so u rce s 
in 
Sacramento, Brown would 
not ap­ 
prove the Greene bill without con­ 
current property tax relief legisla­ 
tion. 
Local districts such as Bonita have 
problems planning budgets that may 
be tentatively based on more state 
funding. 
Bonita Supt. James Johnson said 
his district would get about $350,000 
from the Greene bill for 1977-78, but 
if the bill'is not passed, it could be a 
serious blow financially. 
"W e’re probably in worse shape 
than anyone in the valley,” Johnson 
declared "W e’ve had the highest tax 
rate delinquency in the county for 
two years at 7 per cent." 
Johnson explained that the district 
has been in deficit spending for 
years, and actually went broke one 


year. "W e’re a district that isn’t 
growing . . . " 
On top of that. Johnson says, 
teachers have been unhappy since 
the district has not come to an agree­ 
ment with them on a wage increase. 
"They think we re stalling but no one 
knows how this (Greene) bill will be 
written.” 
Pomona schools Supt. Charles 
Carpenter feels the delay on passage 
of the bill is a "fact of political life. 
But it's difficult to plan a budget 
without knowing what your income 
will be." 
The district will proceed to plan its 
budget 
according to various 
priorities, added Carpenter. "W e 
have more needs than resources 
available but our financial situation 
is not as difficult as in some other 
years." 


Claremont’s school budget will not 
be "directly affected." said Supt. 
Richard Kirkendall, "because we 
have sufficient reserves to see us 
through this year.’’ 


However, without any new state 


monies by 1978-79, the district could 
be "drastically" affected, he added. 
Al Searfoss, assistant superinten­ 
dent for business in the Chino school 
district, said it "very definitely 
hurts" in planning the budget 
without anticipated state funding. 
"You have to make assumptions 
Searfoss said that despite the dis­ 
trict’s growth, reserves are low and 
"W e're anxious for any improve­ 
ment we can get. We’re not in that 
good shape.” 
He noted that Chino should get 
from $200,000 to $400,000 from the 
Greene bill. And he expects an 
emergency clause in the bill to per­ 
mit school districts to revise their 
final budgets to include new monies. 
C haffey schools Supt. 
M ike 
Dirksen said his district is not in a 
financial crunch, "so we're forging 
ahead with the present system. Any 
new funds would be welcome, of 
course.” 
Referring to the Greene bill, 
Dirksen noted, " I don t get too ex­ 
cited about potentials unless they’re 
realities."

Many candidates in Pomona’s re­ 
cent municipal election have failed 
to comply with the Political Reform 
Act of 1974, which requires can­ 
didates for public office to itemize 
source of their campaign funds and 
how money was spent.

A review of final campaign state­ 
ments by candidates, submitted to 
City Clerk Larrv Thomas in late 
June, show glaring deficiencies in 
several cases and imprecise ac­ 
counting in others. 


One marginal candidate went so 
far as to refuse submission of a final 
report. 
Failu re of candidates to file 
reports in compliance with the 
Political Reform Act. placed into 
law by California voters as Proposi­ 
tion 9 in 1974, can result in criminal 
or civil penalties. 


Thomas said he would immediate­ 
ly ask candidates, by letter, to file 
amended reports where necessary. 
If no response is made, he said the 


See compromise in La Verne mobilehome park dispute

La Verne City Council, seeing the 
possibility of a compromise for the 
first time in seven months, has 
agreed to delay passage of a con­ 
troversial rent control ordinance 
aimed at the city’s eight mobilehome 
parks. 
The council put off action till Aug. 
1 to allow park operators and their 
tenants to work out an agreement 
that calls for a two-year freeze on 
rentals. 
Such an offer already has been 
made by The Fountains and by 
Foothill Terrace, two of the city s 
largest mobilehome parks, providing 
the rent control law was not passed. 
Spokesmen for the other six parks 
said they also would consider such an 
offer rather than submit to involun­ 
tary restrictions on rent. 
M ore 
than 
500 
re s id e n ts 
overflowed the La Verne College 
auditorium in a 3*/z-hour special 
council 
meeting 
Twenty-eight 
persons spoke at what Mayor Mike 
M Morales described as the largest 
attendance he has ever seen at a 
council meeting. 
Hut by the time it was over, most 
of those who spoke agreed with Coun­ 
cilman Alan Mackay that the rent 
control solution was "the solution o! 
last resort, one that would break 
down communication.' 
Rowena Whitmore, a resident of 
the I^i Verne Mobile Country Club, 
had said earlier that what the te­ 
nants needed was "not rent control 


so much, not scare tactics, but rent 
stabilization. Rent control has never 
been good for anyone; the investor 
needs a fair deal.” 
And Howard Collister said he and 
the other tenants have "no quarrel" 
with the present management of the 
Twin Oaks Mobile Home Park 
But he said he was dismayed by 
the "scare tactics" used at some of 
the other parks where residents vir­ 
tually were forced to sign petitions 
against rent control. 
"This is not negotiation," he 
declared "It is capitulation Men of 
good will can negotiate anything " 
Robert Donath. manager of the La 
Verne Mobile Country Club, told the 
council he was "shocked and 
frightened by the concept of rent 
control." He said the problem really 
was caused by the attitude of the 
owners of Casitas La Verne Mobile 
Home Park who had served notice 
they intended to raise rentals by 
about 20 per cent in September. 
Casitas had sent letters to its te­ 
nants that the raises were the result 
of the mobilehome owners' demand 
for rent control, and that rent would 
rise even more to pay for the cost of 
anticipated legal costs. 


Jim Bouwers, a resident of the 
park, called the letter a "direct 
retaliation to us and an insult to the 
council " 
Attorneys who represented most of 
the mobilehome parks contended 
that the rent control ordinance was 
unconstitutional, violating the 14th 
Amendment which guarantees 
everyone equal protection under the 
law. and told the council the 
operators would go to court to fight 
it. 
They pointed out that such a fight 
as well as the administration of the 
rent control would be costly, and 
asked the council whether it was 
prepared to spend the 
additional 
money. 
Melvin Lavrn, who said he was a 
h«»moowner, declared that he didn t 
want any part erf his tax dollars used 
to monitor disputes in mobilehome 
rentals. 
And as the hour approached 11, it 
became1 
apparent that the council 
would just as soon pass up the oppor­ 
tunity to become the first city in the 
state to have a rent control law. 
At first. Mayor Morales suggested 
that the council introduce the or­ 
dinance but hold up its adoption 


ponding some compromise between 
rentors and landlords. 
But the rest of the council declined 
to go even that far. They agreed to a 
month's postponement after the park 
owners said they would meet with 
their residents. 


"Fin e ." Morales declared "Bu t if 
nothing happens by Aug. I, I'll be the 
first to move for rent control." 


matter would be turned over to the 
District Attorney and City Attorney 
Patrick Sampson for potential legal 
action. 
The report containing the most ob­ 
vious deficiencies was submitted by 
the biggest spender in the city elec­ 
tions. Richard C. Brownell. 
Brownell, a former mayor, states 
lie spent $15,788 in seeking election to 
the city’s highest office Where the 
monev came from, however, is un­ 
clear. 
He show-s contributions totalling 
only $3,323 and a campaign-ending 
deficit of $8,437, with no explanation 
of any loans, outstanding debts or 
contributions from himself, which 
the law requires. 
Nor is there any explanation of the 
approxim ate $4,000 difference 
between the sum of his contributions 
and deficit, and actual expenditures. 


In addition. Brownell lists only one 
monetary contributor by name, 


(The law requires all contributors 
of $50 or more to be listed by name, 
occupation and the amount of their 
cumulative contribution.) 
That compares to a comprehensive 
list of more than 70 donors to Mayor 
( hurles Bader’s campaign, 18 for 


Councilman Benjamin Ochoa, 9 for 
council candidate John Stanley, 7 


each for Oouncilmen Stanton Selby 
and Adrian Wright. 25 for former 
Mayor Ray Lepire, and 6 for can­ 
didate Gertha Speiginer. 
In addition to Brownell’s campaign 
statement, others filing incomplete 
reports were William Koch. John 
Stanley. Irving C lark, W illiam 
Kaminski and Henry Cole. 
Koch reports spending $6,610 in his 
campaign for the council, but shows 
only $294 in receipts, with the 
balance unaccounted for. 
Stanley states he collected $3,951 
in money and m aterials, while 
spending $3,787 He does not itemize 
any of his expenses, however. 
irving Clark lists expenses of $577, 
but lists no receipts erf any kind 
Kaminski, a candidate for mavor. 
shows expenses of $770 but itemizes 
only one $90 expenditure. 
Cole, also a candidate for mayor, 
filed a short form claiming he never 
collected or expended more than 
$200. but has refused to file a "fin al" 
report as is required by law. 
In addition to them Lepire’s state­ 
ment includes an ending deficit of 
$1,451

Chino city fees going up, up, up 


Fees charged for many city services in Chino will be go­ 
ing up soon, the City Council decided Tuesday night. 
Faced with increased costs in providing certain ser­ 
vices the (xxincil was asked to make some revisions in the 
city's comprehensive fee resolution that includes most 
liscences and permits in the city. 
Dance and dance hall permits and fees, business 
licences, contractor fees, photography permits and 
numerous building and construction fees and permits 
have been raised to reflect increased costs in providing 
such services. 
The fee adjustments were urged by Chino Director of 
Community Development Dennis Chiniaeff. 
Dance permits are being raised from $3 to $5 per night 
or from $20 to $30 quarterly In addition, operators will be 
required to pay $100 per year and deposit $300 with the 
city in case there is damage to city property resulting 
from a dance 
Business license fees will be increased few any business 
with gross receipts of more than $1.9 million 
The present $500 maximum fee charged businesses will 


no longer be in effect. 
Contractors license fees will generally be raised from 
$5 to $40 per year Officials believe, however, that small 
contractors will actually pay less to the city. 
Photography permit fees will be raised from the ex­ 
isting $35 per year to a rate of $25 per day, or $100 per 
year Chiniaeff reported photography businesses had been 
a major source of complaints from citizens He claimed 
license enforcement was a helpful way in identifying and 
discouraging the less reputable operators 
For land developers, fees in most building and construc­ 
tion areas will be going up. Parcel map checking fees 
presently cost $50 Developers will now pay $50 plus $15 
per lot 
Park development fees will be increased by 25 per cent 
Actual 40*t will vary from development to development, 
however 
Planning department fees in most areas will go up sub­ 
stantially Increases will vary from no change in present 
foes to a possible 225 per cent increase in the cost of En­ 
vironmental impact reports.

Repealing a 
risky program 


For the past 12 years the state of California has 
been paying the counties in the state $4,000 for each 
convicted felon who is not sent to prison. 
The idea at the start was that the $4,000 a year 
would be used by the counties to rehabilitate the 
convicts under strict probation procedures. 
This program has been successful in one ^specti 
It has helped reduce prison populations. On the 
other hand it has failed in its other stated goals to 
rehabilitate criminals and increase protection of 
the public 
.. 
By not sending convicted felons to prison, the 
courts have in effect returned those felons to the 
street where they are free to engage in the same 
criminal activity that got them into trouble in the 
first place. 
. .. 
There have been several attempts to repeal the 
probation subsidy program but the Legislature has 
failed to act. State Sen. George Deukmejian has in­ 
troduced a bill in the State Senate in another at­ 
tempt to eliminate the subsidy program 
He proposes, instead, to provide local govern­ 
ments with funding necessary to develop crime 
prevention programs These programs would focus 
particularly on the increasing problem of youthful 
offenders and seek ways to prevent crime from

The hil 
Dear Editor: 
Recently there has been much 
criticism of county workers and 
their demand for increased salaries 
I am an eligibility worker for the 
county of Los Angeles. My job is 
demanding and 1 work hard for the 
money I receive. It is very difficult 
for me to accept the criticism from 
my Board of Supervisors that my de­ 
mands are out of reason, inflationary 
or that 1 am not worth the money I 
receive. Those who have the right to 
criticize me are those who have set a 
good example, and those who have 
p u t th e s a m e lim ita tio n on 
themselves as they request me to do. 
As the general public listens to the 


rhetoric of our Board of Supervisors 
are they aware that the salaries of 
this board have increased 96 66 per 
cent in the past four years? In 1974 
their salary was $25,000. Just one 
vear later, it was increased to 
$40.322. a 61.23 per cent increase 
The following year it was increased 
to $45.299. comprising a 12.34 per 
cent increase. In September of this 
year they will receive an 8.53 per 
cent increase to $49.166 
In 1973 the top salary for an 
eligibility worker was $10.500 The 
following year it went up to $11.287 
and the next year to $12.087 For the 
past year the salary was $12,708. 
making a 20 97 per cent increase 


over a four-vear period The highest 
annual percentage increase for an 
eligibility worker was 7.41 per cent 
as compared to 61 28 per cent for a 
county supervisor, and a total salary 
increase of $2.202 in four years for an 
eligibility worker contrasts to $24,166 
for a county superyisor. 


I would like the taxpayers to he 
aware of how their tax money is be­ 
ing spent and who the ones are who 
are setting the example of runaway 
inflation. In these days of double 
digit inflation, we are the ones who 
have held the line.

Nine years after discovery of the huge oilfieldat 
Prudhoe Bay, oil at last is flowing through the 800 
mile trans-Alaska pipeline — and the nation has a 
brand new energy headache. 
The problem is that by Oct. 1 the pipeline will be 
transporting 1.2 million barrels a day, twice as 
much as West Coast refineries can absorb. 
Moreover, no pipeline is ready to move the surplus 
to the Midwest, where it is much needed. 
Clearly, a permanent solution must include a 
pipeline connecting the West Coast with crude- 
hungry midcontinent refineries. Until that is done 
oil industry officials and President Carter s energy 
advisers have three temporary ways to go, unfor­ 
tunately none of them attractive. 
The choices are to sell unneeded Alaska crude to 
Japan in return for Middle East oil delivered to the 
East Coast; to ship it in tankers through the 
Panama Canal to the Gulf Coast; or to relieve the 
glut by shutting down the Naval Reserve oilfield at 
Elk Hills, Calif. 
, 
n. 
Purely from an economic standpoint, selling 
some 600,000 barrels a day to Japan makes sense 
However, the political and psychological costs 
would be excessive. 
Too many people believe there is no oil 
and the “crisis” is a ripoff engineered by a greedy 
industry. Seeing Alaska crude flowing to JaP™ 
would reinforce such suspicions and make th< 
public less likely to cooperate in energy conser a 
tion. 
Also, trading Alaskan for Middle Eastern crude 
would keep this country highly vulnerable to 
another oil embargo, hardly a sound policy. 
Since supertankers can t use the Panama Canal, 
the Alaska surplus would have to move to Gulf ports 
in small vessels; an expensive and wasteful 
rocedure However, this probably will turn out to 
the least bad temporary measure 
Closing down the Elk Hills would deprive the 
country of 250,000 barrels a day of domestic produc­ 
tion and make us more dependent on the unsta le 
Middle East.

With about a year of work a gas pipeline from 
Maiand, Tex. to Long Beach, Calif could be 
“turned around” and converted to carry Alaska 
crude. That would be an excellent step, since 
Midland could easily be connected to pipelines serv 
ing the Midwest

Nnrth Korea: '1984' today 


WASHINGTON — Having written 
about repression in South Korea, we 
have sought to put the story in 
perspective by investigating condi­ 
tions in North Korea. By all accounts 
it is ruled by one of the crudest 
regimes in the world. 
Western analysts don t have a full 
picture of what goes on above the 
38th parallel, except that It is one of 
the most Isolated societies on earth 
The border is tightly controlled 
The few details that have leaked out 
provide a dim outline of a highly 
authoritarian government and a 
brutally regimented society In the 
words of one American analyst: “ It 
is ‘1984' — in spades 
Every aspect of North Korean life 
is control tod The day is literally 
divided into 480-minute segments: 
Eight hours are spent on work; eight 
hours are spent on study and mass 
organization, eight hours are given 
to eating, sleeping and other neces­ 
sities. 
The degree of party membership is 
greater in North Korea than in anv 
other Communist country. The Com­ 
munist party is supplemented by 
mass organizations for every d e ­ 
ment of society — youth, women, 
la her. There is tremendous psy­ 
chological pressure upon everyone to 
join, to conform, to participate, to 
show a “ positive" attitude 
Even children of 5 and 6 are 
regim ented 
into organisations 
where they are taught to run wooden 
bayonets through the “ U.S. im­ 
perialists," 
All property in North Korea 
belongs to the state. People are per­ 
mitted to work garden plots, for ex­ 
ample. But they don’t own them, 
thev are merely on loan. 
Food and clothing are rationed 
travel is restricted 
When North 


Koreans leave their home districts, 
for w hatever reason, they must 
carry their travel permits and ration 
cards 
The few who travel abroad are 
thoroughly screened beforehand. 
While in another country, they are 
re quirt'd to rem ain virtually to 
themselves. They avoid all contact 
with foreigners, remain in their hotel 
rooms, visit no restaurants, attend 
no movies, stroll in no parks. 
Of course. North Koreans have no 
freedom of expression. The common 
man is convinced, not without 
reason, that someone is watching 
him at all times. There is no free 
press; religion has been outlawed. A

Bowing to inflation, the legislature is on the way 
to giving itself a pay raise. In the closing days 
M ore taking a summer vacation, the Assembly ap 
proved AB 1396 by Assemblyman Louis Papan It 
would boost by 10 per cent the present pay of law- 
makers pegging the new salary at $25,555. 
It is not discernible whether or not the 11 
m em bers voting a 
g 
a

s t the raise were sncere or 
merely pretending for the benefit of the folks at 
home 
Thev cast their "no” votes with the 
knowledge it w ouldn't stop them from getting the 
raise since there were far more "ayes than were 


Nevertheless, there will be some who voted for 
the increase who will never receive it because it 
won’t become effective until after next year s elec- 


'"’"nd even though the lawmakers took the full 
amount of raise permitted by the constitution, the 
issue of compensation, always controversial, is far 
from being settled. 
To the multitude of workers earning no more than 
minimum wages, the near $50-a-week increase 
must appear a fortune. To the lawmakers compar­ 
ing their $2.300 annual increase to the $13,000 jump 
congressmen gave themselves this year, it is a pit- 


Exactlv what appropriate pay should be for the 
state's lawmakers, now committed to [ui'dime ef- 
fort. presents a problem which cannot be solved by 
the legislature because of the political realities. 
Not that it would be any great task to arnve at a 
reasonable salary for full-time work requiring the 
services of people with the capabilities the public 
expects of their legislators. 
But there remains a large segment, maybe even a 
majority, of the public which doesn’t concede that 
lawmaking should be a full-time occupation. They 
are steeped in the concept of a citizen government 
wherein representation is provided by part-time 
citizen-legislators rather than the full-time 
“professional” which the current lawmaker fancies 
himself to be. 
. t .. 
Aside from that vast difference in viewpoint, the 
lawmakers have compounded the question!y 
granting themselves fringe benefits such as $900 a 
month “living expenses," free mailings, free 
automobiles and gasoline, as well as a J‘ber® 
retirement plan. Thus the salary received doesn t 
reflect the total compensation package. 
Recognizing these problems which have existed 
since the voters handed the job of setting legislative 
pay to the members in 1966, Speaker Leo Mc< arthv 
has been working quietly behind the scenes for sup 
port of his plan to turn the matter of compensation 
over to an independent commission. As he has 
stated, the lawmakers are hardly in a position to 
make objective appraisals of their worth. 
, 
While the idea would seem to be an improvement 
over the present system, it is not without its own 
problems. First off, how to devise a commission 
truly independent of the legislature9 Secondly, 
would it be permanent, thus risking yet another 
bureaucracy of government? And, should it have 
the power to set the salaries or merely recom­ 
mend? Would the voters have final approval or 
would they be asked to create a commission 
thereafter free to make decisions for them9 
In view of the distinct convictions of many 
Californians that the legislators spend too much 
time in session and not enough in interim study and 
at home, perhaps the first step should be to create a 
c*wnm!ssion merely to study and devise a proposal 
for submission to the voters. 
They will find there are many who would be will­ 
ing to pay the lawmakers considerably more if they 
would promise to stay home and quit passing so 
many laws.

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Info freedom brings headaches 
to business, public, government 


WÀSHINGTON (AP) — The federal Freedom of Infor­ 
mation Act is causing a major headache for government 
agencies that are trying to decide what information they 
are free to disclose. 


There is a headachev too, for businesses, which 
sometimes discover the federal government is releasing 
to competitors information the businesses thought was 
confidential. 


Officials estimate there are thousands of government 
bureaucrats engaged each day in processing requests for 
information under the act, passed by Congress in 1966 and 
amended in 1975. 
Most requests are handled routinely, but some, espe­ 
cially requests involving businesses, end up in the courts. 


The Justice Department has 10 full-time attorneys 
engaged solely in litigating Freedom of Information Act 
and related cases, and an 11th is being hired. 


The cases include about 100 suits by firms seeking to 
prevent the government from disclosing information. 
About 200 more suits are by companies that want to force 
the government to disclose information 
There are hundreds of other cases involving other non­ 
business claims for information. 


The Freedom of Information Act has a specific prohibi­ 
tion against releasing “trade secrets and commercial or 
financial information obtained from a person and 
privileged or confidential 


But problems arise because it sometimes is difficult to 
draw the line precisely between what is a trade secret and 
what is not. 


Another area where the government is sometimes chal­ 
lenged, he said, is in the release of financial reports from 
persons who obtain subsidized financing for housing 
projects from the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 
He said HUD wants to release the reports, since tenants 
of housing projects can use them to determine if the rents 
they pay are fair. 
Axelrad also said there are a “fair amount of cases 
where businesses are seeking information about com­ 
petitors Since the government must make a decision on 
each request, it tries to notify one company that another 
firm is asking for information, he said. 
If the company doesn’t object to giving out the informa­ 
tion, the government likely will make it available. If it 
does object, then the government may ask it to give 
specific reasons. 
A general objection that information is confidential or a 
trade secret, without details, is usually disallowed by 
courts, he said. 
But Axelrad said a blanket exemption to the Freedom 
of Information Act is given to technical proposals 
businesses submit for the design of a particular product 
for the government, although some of the “puffery' in 
such proposals might be released 
“The hard-core parts of technical proposals are 
protected,” Axelrad said. “The government interest is in 
accurate and complete information, and we don't want to 
dry it up.” 
Hut Axelrad anticipates there will be a great deal more 
litigation and headaches for everyone before “one 
definitive principle” emerges that can apply across the

Black Hills artist has spent more than 30 years, 
$2.5 million on monumental Indian project 


CUSTER, S.D. (AP) — He's still blasting, drilling, 
hammering at Thunderhead Mountain even though some 
say Korczak Ziolkowski never will finish his gigantic 
carving of Sioux Indian leader Crazy Horse. 
“I want to do this because I want to do this, says Ziol­ 
kowski, who worked on the presidential heads of Mt. 
Rushmore, only 20 miles away. “ I made a promise to 
those old Indian chiefs. 1 want to keep that promise. 


ARTIST KORCZAK ZIOLKOWSKI 


It has taken Ziolkowski. 68, nearly 30 years just to out­ 
line the arm of Crazy Horse in the granite of Thunderhead 
Mountain in the Black Hills. 
“I envisioned something 100 feet high,” he said 
1 
didn't have any conception it was going to be this enor­ 
mous." 
He estimates that 4,000 persons could stand on Crazy 
Horse’s outstretched arm, and a 10-story building could 
fit in the opening under the arm The work stands 563 feet 
high and will be 641 feet long when completed 
Ziolkowski, who worked with sculptor GutJon Bor glum 
at the Mt. Rushmore site, says he has detailed plans 
others can follow if he is unable to finish the carving of 
Crazy Horse. 
“ How many people ever have tried to do this. 
Ziolkowski asks those who view the mountain. Tourists, 


reporters, dignitaries and friends have come to watch 
him work or to help set off dynamite blasts in the rock. 
Ziolkowski appears rough, like the rock he is shaping. 
The years of work on the mountain have taken their toll in 
the form of a bad back, arthritis, a torn tendon and loss of 
hearing. 
Dressed in a fringed jacket, jeans and boots, the sculp­ 
tor talks with an accent that hints of Boston, where he 
was bom 
Ziolkowski was already a well-known artist when he 
came to the Black Hills in 1939. His bust of Polish pianist 
Paderewski had won honors at the New York World s 
Fair. 
It was through that work he became acquainted with 
Henry Standing Bear of Pine Ridge. 
Standing Bear asked him to carve a memorial to an In­ 
dian leader. Other Indian leaders chose Crazy Horse 
“ I kept saying, Let s go to Wyoming, let’s go to the Te- 
tons. Standing Bear said. ‘No, " Ziolkowsi recalled 
Less than a mile from Thunderhead Mountain is a 
visitors’ observation point which also serves as home and 
studio for Ziolkowski. 
Nearly 60 rooms house antiques, Indian artifacts, carv­ 
ings ami newspaper clippings about the Crazy Horse 
sculpture. 


Although the Commerce Department began making 
available current boycott reports late last year, it has 
declined to release past reports, contending that busines­ 
ses that filed them understood at the time that they would 
be kept confidential. 


Axelrad indicated the government is less than sym­ 
pathetic with some attempts by compam«*s to keep infor­ 
mation out of the hands of competitors and the public. 


For example, he said there have been a number of chal­ 
lenges. some successful, of the government’s willingness 
to release so-called “affirmative acion plans of busines- 
ses. 


In order to qualify for government contracts, busines­ 
ses over a certain size must document how they are going 
to comply with federal equal opportunity laws on hiring 
minority workers. 


Axelrad says such plans should be public to show that 
government contractors are complying with the law and 
to help enforce the law. 
But the governm ent lost a case involving «in affirmative 
action plan of the Westinghouse Electric Corp. 
Westinghouse successfully argued that the plan was a 
trade secret and exempt from release. 


Axelrad .said other courts have ruled in the 
government’s favor in similar cases, and so a final deter­ 
mination has not been made on whether an affirmative 
action plan is exempt “ I don't consider it a hard-core 
trade secret, or even a soft-core trade secret, he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food and Drug Ad 
ministration is giving the public more time to comment 
on its proposed ban on saccharin because of two recent 
studies on the artificial sweetener. 
The new deadline for comment on the ban. proposed in 
April, is Aug 31 Interested persons should write to the 
Hearing Clerk (HFC-20), Food and Drug Administration. 
Room 4-65, 5600 Fishers Lane. Rockville. Md.. 20857. 
The KL)A said one study, «^camming smoking, oc 
cupationai exposure and other factors, produced limited 
data which “have been descrtbt»d as suggesting no 
positive association between bladder cancer and sac­ 
charin use." 
The agency said, however, that the second study of 600 
individuals with bladder cancer and an ««qual nuitib«*r 
without the disease “reports a positive dose-and duration- 
related correlation betwei'n saccharin use and bladder 
cancer in human males 
“This study in particular has renewed and heightened 
the commissioner's concern about the safety of long-term 
saccharin consumption,” the FDA said. 
The plan being considered by FDA would ban the use oi 
saccharin in food for humans and animals and eliminate 
saccharin from all cosmetics, most human drugs and all 
animal drugs It would permit the sale of saccharin as a 
non-prescription drug.

FDA officials said hcxachlorophene is still used in som 
animal products including shampoos A spokesman said a 
person using such a shampoo on his pet occasionally 
would not tie harmed, but someone in constant contact 
with the product - washing several animals a day - 
could face danger.

The two labs, run by UC 
under contract with the 
U.S. Energy Research and 
Development Administra­ 
tion, design the nation's 
new atomic weapons. They 
also conduct non-nuclear 
research. 
The university signed a 
renewed five-year contract 
with ERDA this year amid 
protests by peace groups 
including students and 
teachers who wanted the 
labs converted to non­ 
weapons work. 
UC o f f i c ia ls 
have 
defended the contracts, 
saying they serve the 
national interest as defined 
by the President and 
Congress. They also say 
ERDA would find a private 
contractor If UC refused to 
do weapons work.

Political arena 
What's going on around here

SEN. JOHN BRIGGS, a Fullerton Republican, has 
heard the bell and come out swinging. 
As the self-claimed “ first” to formally announce for 
Governor in 1978. he's come out on the attack. 
“ I'm running.” he said in Pomona Tuesday, “ because 
California needs a governor. A govefnor in word, deed, 
thought and action. 
“ The man we've got in office now (Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr .) is to blame for the fact that we have a housing 
shortage, unemployment and no opportunity in Califor­ 
nia.” 
In his full-steam-ahead campaign, Briggs joins an 
already crowded field. Others identified publicly as 
gubernatorial candidates are state Atty. Gen. Evelle J. 
Younger. Los Angeles Police Chief Ed Davis and San 
Diego Mayor Pete Wilson. 
Briggs, however, is undaunted. He’s going to take his 
campaign to the people. “ W e'll get the death penalty back 
on the ballot through the initiative process.. We’ll also get 
the matter of removing homosexuals from our schools on 
the ballot the same way. I know my bill will never make 
it.” 
Briggs on June 14 introduced a bill to ban homosexuals 
from classrooms in public schools. It is not expected to go 
to committee until August. 
Briggs. 47. is an 11-year veteran in the legislature. He 
served in the Assembly before being elected to the Senate 
in 1976 He is an Air Force veteran, married with two 
grown sons and a grown daughter. 
“ I want to be governor," he said “ I want to be the unof­ 
ficial president of the Chamber of Commerce for the state 
of California. 
“ This is the way to go about providing new jobs, 
creating a good business climate, building homes so 
young people can buy what they need. 
“ Our present governor has shut down the housing in­ 
dustry. shut down the building of freeways and shut down 
business opportunities.” 
Briggs said if these mistakes aren't rectified, “ you’re 
going to run people out of California.” 
Governor Brown, he continued, “ thinks big is bad and 
small is beautiful. I disagree. We must have growth and 
expansion if we are to survive.” 


An apparent low bid of $171,949 has been turned in by 
Kruse Construction Co. of Sun Valley for construction of a 
series of equestrian ramps in the LA VERNE-SAN 
DIMAS area.

Construction of five access ramps will per­ 
mit equestrians to use the channel invert as a trail, pass­ 
ing under busy vehicular roads. Also included in the 
project is an equestrian bridge, some additional protec­ 
tive fencing and minor grading to promote safer use of 
the facility. 
Plans for the project were prepared by the Flood 
Control District, which will also supervise construction. 
Maintenance and operation of the equestrian trail will be 
a 
responsibility of the county Parks and Recreation 
Department, which is participating with the Flood 
Control District in providing funds necessary to offset 
construction costs. 
Work will start in August and take about two months to 
complete.

At a news conference 
sponsored by a new lobby­

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Effect of neutron bomb in arms race debated 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Arms Control and Dis­ 
armament Agency is tell­ 
ing the White House that 
p ro d u c tio n of a new 
neutron bomb could have 
mixed effects on President 
C a rte r’s stated aim of 
ending the nuclear arm s 
race. 
Officials of the agency 
say their view was con­ 
veyed to the White House 
and the National Security 
Council in “ an im pact 
statem ent” requested by 
Sen. Claiborne Pell. D-R I

congressmen can ask the 
agency for periodic impact 
ofafom im tc u/hpn the 6 X‘ 


ecutive branch begins to 
research, 
develop and 
deploy a new weapons 
system. This is the first 
tim e the C arter adm in­ 
istration has received such 
an assessment from the 
agency. 
Officials familiar with 
the contents of the state­ 
ment said it describes the 
implications of projected 
manufacture of the neu­ 
tron bomb, but makes no 
recommendation on whe­ 
ther it should be deployed. 


The bomb would be a 
nuclear warhead with a 
capacity to kill people 
when it detonated, but 


would leave buildings un­ 
harmed. 
Deaths would come from 
the bomb's intense radia­ 
tion For 20 years, propo­ 
nents of the neutron bomb 
have argued for its use as a 
tactical weapon. 
Sources said that factors 
considered in appraising 
the argum ents for and 
against the deployment of 
the bombs include: 
—The effect on current 
U S -Soviet-British moves 
to negotiate a comprehen­ 
sive nuclear test ban treaty 
that would outlaw test fir­ 
ing of nuclear weapons un­ 
derground. The agency 
view is that research on 


the neutron bomb has been 
completed, development is 
virtually finished and a 
test firing could comfor 
tably be carried out well 
before any test ban treaty 
is signed. 
—The effect on current 
U S-Soviet negotiations for 
a strategic arms limitation 
treaty. According to the 
agency, the effect would 
n o t 
n e c e s s a r il y 
be 
negative. The reason given 
was that the neutron bomb 
would not in itself change 
the stra te g ic balance 
between the two countries. 
—The effect on Carter s 
overall pledge to work for 
the elim in atio n of all 


nu clear w eapons. Th# 
agency concedes this im­ 
pact would, however, be 
questionable. 
The Senate m et last 
week in an unusual closed 
session for a debate on the 
question of deployment of 
the bomb. A fterw ards, 
Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., 
, predicted the Senate even­ 
tually would approve mon­ 
ey for the bomb, but give 
Congress veto power over 
any presidential decision 
to use it.

France, W. Germany 
in accord on nuclear 
reactor development 


PARIS (AP) — France and West Germany have agreed 
to cooperate in the development and sale of fast breeder 
nuclear reactors despite U.S. opposition because such 
reactors produce plutonium that can be used for nu< lear 
bombs. 
The agreements were signed Tuesday after 2H years of 
negotiations and research on the reactors, which will 
produce more atomic fuel than they consume 
President Carter has called for a worldwide delay in 
developing fast breeder technology, saying the Pli,n’s 
would turn out large quantities of materials that might k* 
used to make atomic bombs. Carter has delayed 
tion of the first U.S. fast breeder reactor, the $2-billion 
Clinch River reactor near Oak Ridge, Tenn 
But French officials said last week that Europe has a 
lead over the United States in the field and plans to hang 
onto it. The French officials added that they were all for 
nuclear nonproliferation and would take all measures 
n**cessary to make sure plutonium from the plants isn t 
used for warheads. 
One agreement calls for the French Atomic Energy 
Agency, the West German agency Interatom and the 
German nuclear research organization at Karlsruhe to 
cooperate in developing the plants. 
A second agreement provides for establishment of a 
French-German concern, known as Serena, which will 
have exclusive world rights to sell and license the reac­ 
tors. 
The French-German accord is expet t<*d to be discussed 
when Carter meets in Washington with West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt on July 13-14 Sc hmidt leaves 
Bonn today for a seven-day visit to Canada bet ore going 
on to Washington. 
Both the Ford and C arter administrations tried without 
success to get the West German government to cancel an 
agreement to sell Brazil, as part of $4 8 billion nuclear 
power complex, a plant for the reprocessing of spent 
nuclear fuel. The U S government is opposed to the 
reprocessing plant because it produces plutonium as a by­ 
product. 
In a move to appease Washington and to improve the 
climate for Schmidt's visit, the West German goverment 
said last week that it would refrain “tor the time being 
from new deals to sell reprocessing equipment U.S. 
diplomats said their government regarded this as “a step 
in the right direction."

But “Gran’pas Popcorn and Candy Store — a business 
108 years old — is for sale, along with the patented 
caramel corn recipe that kept three generations ol 
munchers happy.

George Cullen and his wife. Lora Jane, both b5. closed 
their shop in December after 22 years, 


“It's very simple," Cullen said of his decision to sell the 
store that once boasted 74 varieties of homemade candy. 
‘ The wife and I were getting too old to handle it. 


Cullen said they want to find someone to breathe new 
life in the business started in 1869 by his grandfather, a 
Civil War veteran. 


There was one inquiry after a story about the c losing 
appeared in the local newspaper. 


"The very first call we had was from a little 6-vear-old 
boy." said Mrs. Cullen with a chuckle "He said he 
wanted to buy it." 


They would have preferred to keep the business in the 
family, Cullen explains, but the couple s two daughters 
have chosen careers in music and the law. 


The caramel corn recipe has been a family secret since 
his grandfather opened his first candy stand in a hotel on 
the courthouse square, but even Cullen doesn t know 
where his grandfather got it. 


The sweet result was good enough to make “Gran pa s 
a staple at county and state fairs, while creating a loyal 
following from coast to coast. 


"During World War II. it went all over the world,” Cul­ 
len recalls. Family members also set up candy stores in 
other central Indiana communities, but "Gran pa s was 
the last survivor. 


But what made “Gran'paV caramel corn so special0 
“I would say it's the formula." says Cullen. “1 wouldn t 
single out any one element In it — It s really a delicacy 
And although he doesn't know where “Gran pu got his 
recipe. Cullen intends to keep using it to make up the 
occasional batch of caramel corn for the family., 
And I eat it myself," he says

Librarian 
for Ford 
papers

WASHINGTON <AP) - 
The presidential papers of 
(ierald R. Ford apparently 
will be available to the 
public long before those of 
Richard M. Nixon. 
A librarian has been 
nam ed to begin p re­ 
paring for release of 
Ford s papers, while Nixon 
and the government con­ 
tinued to wage a legal bat­ 
tle over ownership of his 
papers and White House 
tapes. 
The job of preparing 
Ford s papers for public 
release will be supervised 
by William J. Stewart, as­ 
sistant director at the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Li­ 
brary in Hyde Park. N.Y. 
Stewart's appointment 
was announced by James 
B. Rhoads, archivist of the 
United States. Stewart, 
who has been with the 
National Archives since 
1960, will direct a 14- 
member staff working to 
catalog and open the Ford 
papers to researchers The 
National Archives is a 
branch of the General Ser­ 
vices Administration 
Ford donated his papers 
and other h is t o r i c a l 
materials to the federal 
government just before 
leaving office. There are 
about 20 million pages 
documenting Ford's life as 
congressman, vice presi­ 
dent and president 
By contrast, Nixon s 
presidential papers alone 
total 42 million pages and 
there are. in addition. 880 
tape 
reels containing 
roughly 5.000 hours of con­ 
versation.

Coal industry frets over transportation problems 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - 
The nation's coal industry 
will be digging at a furious 
pace to meet President 
Carter's energy goals, but 
some producers wonder if 
the coal can be moved once 
it’s out of the ground. 
They’re skeptical about 
the ability of the transpor­ 
tation industry, particular­ 
ly railroads, to haul their 
product. 
“They can’t handle what 
we’ve got. What would hap­ 
pen if we really started 
cranking out the coal,” 
said Horace Van Meter, 
vice president of oper­ 
ations at Jewell Smokeless 
Coal in Grundy, W.Va. 
Of the 665 million tons of 
bituminous coal mined last 
year, railroads carried 66 
per cent, or about 440 
million tons. The rest was 
moved by barge or truck or 
used at m ine-m outh 
generating plants. 
As part of his plan to 
reduce reliance on dwindl­ 
ing supplies of oil and 
natural gas, Carter wants 
the coal industry to mine 
more than one billion tons 
by 1985. The coal industry 
has doubts that goal can be 
met and cites environmen­ 
tal concerns as one of the 
biggest roadblocks. But 
presuming the one billion 
ton goal can be met and as­ 
suming the railroads keep 
their same share of the 
traffic, they’ll be hauling 
about 725 million tons in 
eight years. Railroad of­ 
ficials greet the prospect 
of a coal boom with un­ 
disguised glee. 
Although the industry 
has high fixed costs, once 
those costs are met, profits 
can be handsome, and coal 
traffic may well propel the 
railroads beyond the 
break-even point. 
“The industry is suffer­ 
ing from a Penn Central 
«bankruptcy) 
hangover 
That’s the image,” said 
Dan Lang of the Associa­ 
tion of American Rail­ 
roads (AAR). But he said 


coal hauling roads are do­ 
ing well. 
Some, such as the Ches- 
sie System and the Union 
P a c i f i c , are m o n e y ­ 
makers and their roadbed 
and equipment are in good 
shape. 
But there are also roads 
lik e 
C o n r a il, 
the 
govemmentcreated hybrid 
of 
six 
bankrupt 
Northeastern 
railroads. 
Their coffers are empty, 
their equipment decrepit 
and their tracks falling 
apart. 
There is also a hopper 
car shortage, which does 
little to inspire coal in­ 
dustry confidence in the 
railroads’ ability to meet 
the energy challenge. 
According to Conrail 
spokesman Tom Hoppin, 
there is currently an 
industry-wide shortage of 
about 4.000 coal cars. 
Railroads blame the 
shortages on peaks and 
valleys in coal production, 
saying they can t afford to 
have cars sitting idle. 
But a spokesman for one 
of the nation’s largest coal 
companies said railroads 
historically have a poor 
record of supplying equip­ 
ment. 
“The railroads tell us 
now that when we increase 
our production, they can 
easily increase the car sup­ 
ply because it takes a lot 
longer to open a mine than 
it does to build a hopper 
car. Weil, that’s the same 
damn story I’ve heard for 
25 years," he said To han­ 
dle the increased coal ton­ 
nage, the AAR estimates 
up to 13,400 hopper cars, 
which cost about $30,000 
each, and 670 locomotives, 
with a $500.000 price tag, 
will have to be acquired by 
19®. The investment could 
well range from $4 billion 
to $6 billion. 
The figures sound high, 
but Lang says they would 
not be a crushing financial 
burden “Rail equipment is 
a pretty easy thing to 


borrow money for,” he 
said. 
Many railroads are 
already gearing up for the 
expected traffic. Chessie, 
for instance, is planning to 
acquire 35,000 hopper cars 
at a cost of $1 billion begin­ 
ning in 1980. And Conrail, 
vital to Appalachian coal 
fields, is in the midst of a 
$6 billion rehabilitation 
program. 
The potential for a coal­ 
generated boom for the 
railroads has not been lost 


on investors. 
As of June 10, Wall 
Street’s Value Line ranked 
western railroads at a siz­ 
zling No. 8 out of 90 in­ 
dustries rated. “Western 
roads are diversified and 
they have tremendous 
natural resource holdings 
along their rights of way,” 
a Value Line spokesman 
said. 
Eastern roads, sensitive 
to Conrad's difficulties and 
the volatile coal labor 
situation in Appalachia,

were rated 48th. 
Railroads are already 
facing stiff competition for 
c o a l

At the moment there is 
only one slurry system 
operating in the U.S. — the 
273-mile Black Mesa line 
that has been moving coal 
for seven years from 


northern Arizona to a 
power station in southern 
Nevada. 
But a number of other 
pipelines are planned, and 
the most ambitious is a 
$750 million project by 
Energy 
Transportation 
Systems Inc. (ETSI) that 
would move 25 million tons 
of coal a year over 1,036 
miles from Wyoming to 
Arkansas. 
Railroads are bitterly 
opposed to slurry systems, 
and they have refused to 
allow proposed pipelines to

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3 'city slicker' priests 
spread word in sticks 


GRIFFITHSVILLE, 
W .Va. (A P ) - Three 
Jesuit priests have set up 
housekeeping in Lincoln 
County, a previously un­ 
charted territory as far as 
the Catholic Church is con­ 
cerned. 
In fact, Catholics are 
about as plentiful as 
speckled hens’ teeth in this 
particular part of Ap­ 
palachia. 
The first question, then, 
is fairly obvious. What are 
three city slicker priests 
doing in the sticks, far, far 
from cathedral or college’’ 
“ Putting down roots and 
establishing a Christian 
community in an area 
where there’s never been a 
Catholic presence before," 
said Father Joe Hacala, a 
tanned young man who 
came here last fall from 
Wheeling College. “ We’re 
here to see what needs to 
be done and how we can 
help do it.” 
So far, this desire to 
serve has been translated 
into a variety of activities. 
They include such diverse 
pastimes as coaching a 
boys’ baseball team, join­ 
ing 
the 
C iriffith svllle 
Volunteer Fire Depart­ 
ment. helping elderly 
neighbors get to the doctor 
or to the hospital and 
becoming involved in a 
fe d e ra l co u rt actio n 
designed to stop a nearby 
oil drilling project. 
Father Joe Peschel, the 
volunteer fireman, also 
drinks a lot of coffee in his 
pursuit of community ser­ 
vice. 
“ I go down to the local 
restaurant just about every 
day,” he said in a recent 
interview , “ I just sit 
around drinking coffee and 
talking with people ... sort 
of establishing our pres­ 
ence.” 
Father Peschel was 
seated in the livingroom of 
the old, frame house where 
he has been conducting a 
weekly Mass since last Oc­ 
tober The service is rather 
inform al, 
with Father 
Peschel usually clad in 
blue jeans and few, if any, 
of the celebrants active 
Catholics. 
“ We had about 15 
persons at the first Mass," 
he said “ There was one 
family of Catholics and 
several Christians looking 
for an alternative to the 
fundamentalist churches in 
the area. About 35 persons 


attended our last Mass, 
that was our biggest 
crowd. Now that summer s 
here, we’ll be conducting 
Mass in various homes 
around the area.” 
The Jesuits came to Lin­ 
coln County as the result of 
the order’s worldwide 
meeting in Rome last year. 
"The Jesuits decided to 
change their corporate 
goals in 1976,” said Father 
Peschel, a Chicagoan who 
at the time was studying 
theology in Rome. 
"Y e s ,” said Father 
Hacala, “ the Jesuits have 
never had much of a rural 
ministry, in this country at 
least. We determined that 
the meaning of our society 
at this moment is the ser­ 
vice of faith and the prose­ 
cution of justice.” 
Father H acala, who 
grew up in Charleston, was 
ordained in June 1975. He 
returned to West Virginia, 
to Wheeling College, and 
from there began traveling 
through Appalachia, talk­ 
ing with people and, as he 
put it, “ touching base With 
various church groups ” 
After a year of talk and 
travel, he decided to settle 
in Lincoln County, one of 
the most rural counties in 
the state. Many of the 
some 20,000 residents live 
n ear, of below , the 
national poverty level and 
because of its relatively 
isolated setting, many 20th 
century ideas have yet to 
take root in the local hills 
and hollows 
“ Yet at the same time, 
the county is centrally 
located,” he said. “ Then, 
too, I knew some people in 
this area. It just so hap­ 
pens that we selected Grif- 
fith sville because this 
house was available.” 
The Wheeling diocese 
purchased the house and 
Father Hacala moved in 
He was soon join ed 
byFather Peschel and by 
Father Rob Currie, who 
had been studying in 
Toronto after a long stint 
of service in India. 
F a th e r C u rrie , the 
b ro th er of W heeling 
College President Father 
Charles Currie, is a native 
of Philadelphia. A friendly 
man with a heart-warming 
sm ile, he coaches the 
baseball team and also 
serves as the group s chief 
cook even though he has a 
tendency to burn toasted 
cheese sandwiches. 


Wearing casual clothes 
— usually jeans — and tak­ 
ing a low key approach, the 
three priests soon began 
making friends in the com­ 
munity. It wasn’t long 
before their home became 
a meeting place for a small 
group of people, including 
som e 
of 
the 
young 
homesteaders who have 
settled in this area. 


“ We had to overcome 
some initial negative feel­ 
ings at firs t,’ 
Father 
Peschel said, "but our 
reception generally has 
been good, w ith one 
potable exception. We use 
to meet regularly in the 
local Lion’s Club but we 
got kicked out after we 
joined the sui to stop the oil 
drilling. Some of the com­ 
munity leaders felt we 
were meddling in an area 
where we had no buiness. ” 
The Jesuits were un­ 
daunted, however. They 
say they plan to stay in the

Fleming's women-only ap­ 
proach. had always been to 
make Playgirl attractive 
to both sexes. 
R e c e n t 
c r i t i c i s m , 
however, c l a i m s the 
magazine s readers en­ 
compass a greater number 
of men than women, but 
Fleming rejects that no­ 
tion. 
In a survey completed 
late last year, even before 
Fleming took over. 85 per 
cent of Playgirl’s readers 
were women, 80 per cent 
between the ages of 18 and 
34. Half of them were mar­ 
ried, half had children and 
half were employed out­ 
side the home, Fleming ex­ 
plained. 
“This was the first sur­ 
vey done after that initial 
period of wild sales when 
you had a lot of novelty 
-buyers,” she said. 
But some may ask 
I what's wrong with sexy 
men like Warren Beatty 
glancing seductively from 
the cover? 
“l»ook, the problem has 
been not knowing who our 
audience was,' 
Fleming 
said, flipping casually 
through her predecessor s 
handiwork. “ Look at the 
back issues. Here is a 
single man staring at you. 
Here are two men staring 
at you. Here are a bunch of 
men staring at you 
“ Playgirl was trying to 
have a little something for 
all women sometimes. 
That doesnt work. I say 


O.K., this is what a 
playgirl is, what she does, 
what she thinks and what 
entertains her.' I think 
that’s much more impor­ 
tant than big names, for in­ 
stance.” 
When Playgirl first hit 
the newstands in 1973. it 
was to the delightful ac­ 
companiment of ringing 
cash registers. It was the 
first skin magazine for 
women and remains cud­ 
dled snugly in that niche. 
Immediate expectations 
were t hat publ is her 
Lambert and Playgirl 
would do for the male 
g en it al ia what Hugh 
Hefner did for the female 
breast: bring it a certain 
respectability. 
But it didn’t quite work 
Although P l a y g i r l ’s 
readership figures are im­ 
pressive, Ms. Fleming has 
found that many women 
are embarrassed to admit 
they're turned on to male 
nudity. And this has tem­ 
porarily stymied the maga­ 
zine's growth. 
“ I still find women 
reading it behind closed 
doors so no one will see 
them and many are not 
comfortable with walking 
up to a newstand and buy­ 
ing it,” Fleming said. 
She knows Playgirl will 
have to come out of the 
proverbial closet before 
she can reach her goal of 
five million readers by 
1980 Hence the changes 
But she refuses to believe 
women don't get turned on 
to pictures of naked men. 
“The reason people think 
that is true, of course, is 
t hat this is l ear ned 
behavior and in this society 
there have been a lot more 
opportunities for men to 
learn that sexually explicit 
material is supposed to be 
a turnon. 
“ Women don t get taught 
as much as men about sex 
and the male body. And 
some women just ignore it. 
Some people honestly 
believe that women aren’t 
turned on. They're just 
crazy, that's all.” 
Fleming should know 
In addition to being 
regarded as a sexual 
behavior expert, she is the 
creator and editor of 
P l a y g i r l 
Ad vi sor 
Magazine, which combines 
erotic and educational 
material on human sex­ 
uality. 
Another problem Flem­ 
ing has pledged to remedy 
is attracting big-name 
writers. Playgirl has not 
been able to capture a solid 
journalistic reputation in 
the tradition of Playboy. 
She hopes that will change 
“ However, the goal has 
not been and still is not to 
do a Playboy for women, 
Fleming said. “That is a 
reputation we got strapped 
with.” 
She admits her magazine 
isn’t even close to being 
topflight journalism “No. 
Absolutely not We knew 
we were going to be strap­ 
ped with such high expec­ 
tations but we aren’t there 
yet.” 
To help its ailing reputa­ 
tion and hopefully stir up

rose to record levels. When 
the water receded, the 
town was a muddy sham­ 
bles. Today, most of the 
mud is gone, the commer­ 
cial district is filled with 
shoppers and M ayor 
Taylor is openly op­ 
timistic about the future 


“ I'm well pleased with 


the way the town has 
bounced back.' 
he said, 


surveying the sparkling 
new interior of the First 
National Bank. 
‘‘Except 


for the restaurants, just 
about everybody's back in 
business by now. We lost a 
poolroom and a couple of 
dress shops but that s 
about all.” 
Williamson’s merchants 


have had a lot of help get­ 
ting back on their feet, help 
that has come from both 
the federal and the private 
sectors. In addition to this 
emergency relief, 678 
merchants and the flood 
stricken coalfields also 
have received more than 
$14 million in loans from 
the Small Business Ad­ 
ministration. 
“ Yes,” said Taylor, “ We 


didn't get the low interest 
rate we had hoped for, but 
the SBA has come through 
with the money for the 
loans. Business is good and 
I ve got no complaints. 
Now housing, however, is a 


different story.” 
The housing situation is a 


sad story, and nowhere is 
the story any sadder than 
at nearby Lobata. between 
Williamson and Matewan. 
More than 30 families lost 
their homes at Lobata and 
as of last week not a single 
family had been resettled. 
“ Me and a woman down 


the road are still the only 
folks living on their own 
property,” said Roland 
Steele. ‘‘Of course, we 
didn't have to depend on 
HUD like everybody else 
did ” 
Steeie s comments were 


accompanied by the sound 
of a nearby work crew set­ 
ting up a mobile home. 
“ Just look at those old 


second-hand trailers,” said 
Steele, a 73-year-old 
re tire d co al m in e r. 
“ They're nothing but tin 
shacks. You wouldn't catch 
me putting my kids in one 
of those things. W e'll have 
a dozen fires here this 
winter, you just mark my 
words.” 
Similar criticism of the 


federal agency prompted 
an on-the-spot visit from 
HUD Secretary Patricia 
Harris in late April. Before 
she left, she promised 
Lobata's displaced resi­ 
dents they would begin 
returning to their com­ 
munity within 15 days. 
What she didn't say was 


that HUD planned to set up 
a mobile home park in 
Lobata, sim ilar to the 
parks created after the 
Buffalo Creek disaster in 


1971. Lobata's residents 
balked at this, and they 
wanted to return to their 
own land. 


“ You c a n 't blam e 


them,” said Steele, “ who'd 
want to live in a crowded 
trailer park when he could 
live on his own land. 
Anyway, as things now 
stand it’ll be sometime in 
July before those families 
can move into those mobile 
homes HUD is setting up 
right now. The sewer 
system still isn t finished, 
and nobody ran move in un­ 
til the trailers are hooked 
up. 
“ Meanwhile. I can show 


you what kind of work 
HUD does. C’mon in my 
house.” 


He led the way into his 


small, cinderblock home 
and pointed to a long, 
jagged gash in a new, 
plasterboard ceiling Then 
he went into the bathroom 
and pointed to a new com­ 
mode and shower stall. 
“ The commode is so 


shaky I can’t use it,” 
Steele said. “ I used the 
shower once, more than a 
week ago. and it still hasn t 
drained. That's the kind of 
work HUD does. Ask my 
neighbors, they'll tell you 
the same thing.” 
Percy Thomas, another 


retired miner, is one of 
S te e le 's 
d isp la ce d 


neighbors. Thomas and his 
family have been living in 
the nearby trailer park for 
about a month, marking 


they can get 
th e ir 
own 
time until 
back 
on 


property. 
“ No.” said Thomas, 


when asked about HUD. “ I 
don't think I ' l l say 
anything. They've got a 
pretty lousy trailer set up 
on our land but I don't want 
to talk about it anymore 
I ’ve already argued until

N EW YO RK (AP) - 


Where do you dock a 
floating nuclear power 
plant? Not just anywhere, 
according to The Com­ 
pass, a publication of 
MOAC, a commercial 
marine insurer. 
In an article describing 


the nation s first floating 
nuclear power plant — 
scheduled for activation in 
1984 off the New Jersey 
coast — The Compass 
notes that the breakwater 
for these plants will be the 
largest, strongest struc­ 
ture ever built in the 
ocean. It must be capable 
of protecting the power 
plant from a one-in-a- 


million storm with wind 
velocity up to 300 mph. and 
be capable of stopping the 
largest oil tankers from 
ramming the plant. 
The breakwater for the 


New Jersey power plant 
will be built about three 
m iles from shore. The 
Compass notes that sea­ 
borne sites for power 
plants must be in water 
between 40 and 70 feet deep 
with a temperature varia­ 
tion of between 28 6 and 85 
degrees Fahrenheit.

So you’re the owner of one 
of nation's estimated one 
million-plus 
swimming 
pools. Friends and neigh­ 
bors who once hinted at an 
invitation for an afternoon 
dip now look askance at 
what seems an extrava­ 
gance in these days of 
drought and energy short­ 
ages. 
What are you going to do 
- pave it over? Not likely, 
especially since there are 
some far cheaper and 
m ore 
e n t i c i n g 
a l ­ 
ternatives. 
The pool industry folk at 
the California Swimming 
Pool Energy, Codes and 
legislative Council have 
come up with a series of 
suggestion to cut water use 
and hearing costs without 
going to huge expense. 
Tops on the list of 
nn ommendations is a pool 
cover. Not necessarily the 
heavy canvas type used in 
winter conditions when the 
pool 
is c l o s e d , 
but 
lightweight plastic bubbles 
or foam blankets that can 
let warmth in, keep dirt 
out and reduce evaporation 
which experts say can run 
600 g a llo n s a week, 
depending on such factors 
as pool size, location, air 
and water temperatures 
The combination of a 
cover, which costs between 
$50 and $500 and some com­ 
mon sense, like keeping 
down the kids’ splashing, 
can e a s i l y cut th a t 
evaporation in half, ex­ 
perts say. 
Covers can also help 
pools retain warmth over­ 
night. Heating costs can be 
trimmed 50 per cent or 
much more in some cases, 
manufacturers say. based 
on the type of blanket and 
when It's on. 
Next in importance is 
turning the thermostat 
down. The American Red 
Cross considers 78 degrees 
the healthiest swimming 
temperature but a goodly 
number of pools are tuned 
to 82 degrees Industry ex­ 
perts say those extra four 
degrees can use as much as 


40 per cent more of that ex­ 
pensive natural gas. 
To f u r t h e r r e d u c e 
heating costs, shorten the 
period of months the pool 
is heated, eliminating the 
cool early spring and chilly 
autumn period when large 
gulps of gas are needed to 
keep water comfortable. 
Thermostats on pools 
used only on weekends 
should be turned down 
eight or 10 degrees and 
then hiked back up Friday. 
You can also save by turn­ 
ing off the pilot light when 
the heater isn’t in use. 


A m ajor s a v in g in 
electricity — 40 to 50 per 
cent a year — can come 
from severely shortening 
the time pool filters are 
run Many operate 10 to 12 
hours a day but the in­ 
dustry says four or five 
hours is sufficient for most 
pools. If that doesn't keep 
the water fresh, increase 
the daily time by a half- 
hour until clarity Is res­ 
tored. 


With summer power 
s h o r t a g e s 
lo o m i n g , 
utilities are requesting 
that pool owners avoid run­ 
ning pumps and filers dur­ 
ing the peak 10 a m to 6 
p.m . p ow er d e m a n d 
period. Break up the filter­ 
ing into two to three-hour 
periods in the morning and 
early evening 


Other suggestions in 
elude sheltering the pool 
from breezes which in 
crease evaporation and 
eliminating spraying and 
splashing from water in­ 
lets and pool sweeps. 


Also recommended is a 
thorough check by a 
maintenance specialist - 
industry estimated cost 150 
to $100 plus repairs — to in 
sure the system is without 
the sort of minor problems 
that can add up to a 
noticeable loss of e f­ 
ficiency.

Olympic ambitions 


JON ERICKSON

The local area has long been a 
hotbed for budding pro prospects in 
such sports as baseball and football. 
Now. you just might be able to add 
hockey to that list — if Upland's Jon 
Erickson continues to progress at a 
rapid rate in that sport. 
Erickson, only 14. was recently in­ 
vited to the tryouts for the 1980 
United States Olympic hockey squad. 
He is the youngest player ever 
selected to attend the U.S. Olympic 
trvouts, and was one of only a hand­ 
ful of U.S. amateurs nationwide who 
were invited to the tryout sessions. 
The trvouts are slated for July 17- 
29 at Squaw Valley. California This 
is the first time the Amateur Hockey 
Association of the United States has 
scheduled the hockey tryouts so far 
in advance of the Olympics. 
While hockey is scarcely a sport 
that one associates with Southern 
California. Erickson, a native 


Californian, comes by his talents on 
the ice honestly. 
He has been playing the sport on an 
organized basis since age four at 
various rinks around the Southland. 
His father. Jack, currently the 
Business Services Director at San 
Antonio Community Hospital, was a 
top-notch collegiate player at the 
University of Minnesota and has 
coached the sport in his spare time 
since graduation from college. 
“ I’ve helped Jon with his game, 
but he's done most of the work 
himself.” notes the elder Erickson. 
“ He’s been very dedicated.’’ 
Jon hasn't had it easy in pursuing 
his hockey interest. He’s had to com­ 
pete with older boys most of his play­ 
ing years on the ice, and has 
sharpened his skills by playing on 
teams in various tournaments in the 
U.S. and Canada. 
In 1975-76 his team won the Califor­ 
nia State Championship in the Ban­ 
tam Division (13-14 year-olds). This 


past year Jot’s squad won the State 
title in the Midget Division (15-16 age 
group). Jon competed in the Midget 
Division despite the fact he was 14. 
In both State tourneys the younger 
Erickson was tabbed the outstanding 
player and also was the high scorer 
He's also won similar MVP and 
high scorer honors at competition 
around the nation. In fact, it was his 
recent performance at a couple of 
these out-of-state tourneys which 
won him the invite from the AHA, 
according to Mr. Erickson. 
“Jon participated in Midget Divi­ 
sion tournaments in Massachusetts 
and Minnesota this year,’ 
Jon’s 
father recalls. “That's where he 


drew the attention of the Amateur 
Hockey Association people. In fact, 
the California team which Jon was 
on beat the Minnesota State champs 
in six out of seven games in the 
tourney back there.'’ 
The Squaw Valley tryout sessions 
are a new plan of attack for for­ 
mulating a U.S. Olympic team 
which, hopefully, will be able to com­ 
pete with the better organized and 
more experienced Olympic squads of 
Russia and Canada. The 1980 Winter 
Olvmpic Games are scheduled for 
I^ike Placid, New York 
Both college and high-schod age 
players are being sought by the AHA 
for the U.S. squad, but Jon is by far 


the youngest to receive an invitation 
to the tryout camp. Should he make 
the U.S. team, he would be 17 at the 
time of the 1980 Games. 
“ It’s kind of a longshot that Jon 
will make the Olympic team this 
lime around,“ Jack Erickson said. 
“ However, realistically, I think he 
should be able to make the 1984 team 
if he continues to progress.’’ 


Jon practices locally at the Ice 
Bowl in Ontario He is also active in 
other sports such as baseball, soccer 
and track. In fact, he received a 
most outstanding athlete award at 
his graduation this spring from 
Pioneer Junior High in Upland.

tournament victories, including the 
important Tournament Players Divi­ 


sion title. 
It was his putter that did it for him 
today. He one-putted 13 times in the 
round, once from 35 feet on the 409- 
yard, par-four 16th 
He started by downing putts of 12 
and 13 feet to birdie the second and 
third par-four holes Then on the 528- 
yard. par-five seventh his drive 
landed in the rough A three-iron was 
just short of the green, a chip landed 
to within 10 feet, and he was down 
from there.

LAST WEEK WE KICKED AROUND THE SUBJECT 
OF SYSTEMS OF PLAY. This week let's consider the 
subject of matching players to positions. To begin with, 
strong consideration must be given to the age of the 
plavers. The younger the player, the more that player 
: should be given an opportunity to experience playing 
• various positions. The emphasis should be placed on 
I developing their individual skills within a very un­ 
complicated system of play that all members can easily 


The more skilled a player becomes, the better that 
plaver is capable of handling any position on the field. As 
a plaver becomes more skilled and more mature, the 
selection of a “permanent-' position may be considered 
more seriously. It is vital that a player’s desire be con­ 
sidered; a fullback who wants to play forward should be 
given an opportunity to do so, etc. Sentencing a player to a 
specific position for the entire season, without consider­ 
ing his wishes, fantasies, and aspirations, is like assum­ 
ing that all kids love liver because it is food. A player may 
love soccer but hate his position. 
We are not suggesting that soccer anarchy be en­ 
couraged , It is a common sight to see new teams with all 
members chasing after the ball in beehive 
without consideration for positions. What

Another numeral is added 
virtually every week. 
You read about them 
now in obscure little 
paragraphs at the end of 
the obituary notices in the 
San Francisco newspapers. 
When the figure reaches 
700, which by current 
calculation should be some 
time in 1980, it will be a 
front page story again — 
just as it was when Sharon 
Ungewitter, 24, an un­ 
em p lo yed 
m e d ic a l 
laboratory technician, 
plummeted to her death on 
Saturday, May 29 She was 
victim No. 600. 
It was the day after the 
40th anniversary of the 
opening of the Golden Gate 
Bridge, which spans the 
straits between the penin­ 
sula of San Francisco and 
the headlands of Marin 


morbidity of the bridge as 
a suicide site could be 
media overkill. After all, 
in San Francisco, which 
has the highest suicide rate 
in the nation, at 29.1 deaths 
per 100,000 population (the 
national rate is 12.6 and the 
California state rate is 
18.3), only three per cent of 
the people who k ill 
themselves use the Golden 
Gate bridge as their death 
instrument. But it’s by far 
the most publicized suicide 
site in the world. 
“ The bridge has an 
aesthetic, symbolic ap­ 
peal,” says Dr. Jerome 
Motto of the University of 
California medical school. 
“ It ’s the simple, stylish 
way to go.” 
“ It’s a dramatic, roman­ 
tic image,” says Abbey 
Goodman of San Francisco 
Suicide Prevention. Inc., 
“ unlike an overdose of 
drugs alone in a squalid 
bed.” 
The high incidence of 
suicide in San Francisco is 
attributable to four fac­ 
tors: a transient popula­ 
tion. the highest alcohol 
consumption in the nation, 
wide drug abuse and a

“ I think the fact that the 
bridge is considered the 
greatest suicide attraction 
in the city has a lot to do 
with why people choose 
it,” continues Goodman. 
“ But actually it’s a myth. 
Barbiturates and alcohol 
are the leading attrac­ 
tions.” 
Yet the Golden Gate 
span remains the magnet 
of interest in this area and 
a focal point for studies by 
such scientists as Richard 
Seiden, a psychologist in 
the 
U n i v e r s i t y 
of 
California - Berkeley De- 
p a rtm e n t of 
P u b lic 
Health, who has published 
several papers on bridge 
suicides, and Dr. David 
Rosen of the Langley- 
Porter Neuropsychiatric 
Institute, who has inter­ 
viewed six of the 10 known 
survivors of bridge leaps. 
Seiden notes a manifest 


trend toward younger 
suicides, with the median 
age of bridge jumpers go­ 
ing from the 50s in the 
earlier years to below 30. 
“ Suicide,” he says, “ is 
usually the result of a tem­ 
porary crisis which lasts a 
few hours to a day. It is the 
permanent solution to a 
temporary problem.” 
Rosen, who would like to 
see a barrier erected to 
prevent would-be suicides 
from scaling the three-and- 
a-half-foot railing to dive 
into the waters below, 
notes that fewer than five 
per 
cent 
of 
people 
prevented from suicide 
ever try it again. 
•What the known sur­ 
vivors of bridge jumps told 
us runs counter to what 
most people think about 
that kind of suicide,” he 
says. “ Their lives did not 
flash in front of their eyes. 


All but two blacked out 
before they hit the water. 
None remember the im­ 
pact. Of the six we inter­ 
viewed, two later at­ 
tempted other forms of 
suicide. Both attempts 
were half-hearted and un­ 
successful." 
Tom Tawzer was just 16 
years old when he stepped 
off the bridge at mid-span 
and fell 233 feet to the icy, 
salty water below. “ The 
hardest thing was stepping 
over the ra il,” he said 
later. “ Once I pushed off, 
it was different. I really 
remember the air. I was 
flying. The wind lifted my 
arms up over my head. It 
was a free feeling.” 
The leap takes just three 
seconds, generating a 
speed of 80 miles per hour 
when the victim hits the 
water, which is almost like 
a concrete pad at collision. 


The men and women who 
have made the drastic 
plunge —■ authorities es­ 
timate that the number of 
deaths is probably a couple 
of hundred more than 
reported because the of­ 
ficial count includes only 
recovered bodies — have 
little in common. They can 
be the sons of the famous 
or near-famous, like Marc 
Salinger. 28. whose father 
Pierre was President John 
F . 
K e n n e d y ’ s p ress 
secretary. They are mostly 
obscure, 
starting with 
Harold Wobber, who was 
the first to choose the 
bridge for suicide in 
August, 1937, just 73 days 
after it opened. 
He was walking across 
with a friend on silvery, 
scenic day, with the island 
of Alcatraz and the pastels 
of the city shimmering 
before them, when he sud­ 
denly said, “ This is where 
I get off.” And hurdled the 
rail to his death. 
The youngest suicide was 
15, the oldest 87 One was a 
real estate agent who had 
just closed a $25 million 
deal; many were flat 
broke. They have included 
criminals and attorneys, 
mechanics and writers. 


housewives and students, 
and even a pastor. 
“ People choose a bridge 
to end their lives because it 
is a quick, clean way for 
them to die.' 
says Dr. 
Klaus Berblinger, a psy­ 
chiatrist at the University 
of California medical 
center. “ It’s a dramatic 
way to scream out one s 
problems to the world and 
at the same time lose one s 
self in anonymity. The 
drop into the Bay. you see, 
is a plunge into an 
amorphous, encircling 
mass — and the body is 
usually recovered quickly, 
and intact.” 
Fo r every one who 
jumps, though, four are 
stopped by alert preven­ 
tative measures. Closed 
circuit television cameras 
scan the walkways on both 
the east and west sides (all 
the suicides occur on the 
east side facing Alcatraz 
and the city). Suicide 
squads employed by the 
bridge patrol 24 hours daily 
for cars that stop in mid­ 
span. 
The idea of a barricade 
to thwart suicidal attempts 
is still debated. The cost 
would be $2 or $3 million 
for a governing authority

tion. Since the Golden Gate 
bridge remains a prime 
tourist attraction and is 
used extensively for stroll­ 
ing. there are aesthetic 
objections as well. Ex­ 
ecutive director Carney 
Campion of the Golden 
Gate bridge states, “ If we 
could stop them here, they 
would only go somewhere 
else.” 
Dr. Rosen disagrees. 
“ The people we studied 
chose the Golden Gate 
bridge.” he says, “ because 
it is there. None of them 
had the means or imagina­ 
tion to kill themselves any 
other way then by jumping. 
It was the bridge or 
nothing.”

a particular place can gain 
a reputation for suicides so 
much that it can cause 
these deaths.
